I  was  placed  ir.  a  motor  c  r  with.  «  renda rmo  ir.  plain  clothes  e^ch  side 
of  me  who  cov.rsd  mo  wi*h  ravolvrrs;  also  one  with  the  Chauffeur,  I 
was  not  allowed  to  take  anything  with  me,  and  umon  arrival  at  Bridge 
House  was  searched  *,nd  *11  things  +  ken  »wpy  from  my  person  pr.d  •*>  receipt 
giver,  for  them  (Ictcr  returned  ^ftcr  leaving  Bridge  House.)  Hy  colla.r, 
tie,  h»ndkcrchicfs,  studs,  links,  belt,  braces  and  shoes  were  removed 
and  for  three  months  wore  not  returned  except  6hocs  for  wearing  between 
cell  ar.o  torture  chamber;  each  tin  the  shoes  had  to  be  returned  to  the 
cell  guards.

*  few  nights  l*tcr  I  was  pgain  beaten  so  badly  that  for  three  weeks 
I  could  not  put  my  head  to  a  pillow  nor  think  clearly  in  any  way;  thoy 
tried  to  ret  information  from  me  or.  other  matters  concerning  my  Comopny, 
but  I  was  beyond  thinking  -  my  memory  v'?sr.'t  functioning.  ( 

During  these  periods  tho  torturers  were  i nqui sit cTr"- .Vcndarme s  named 
Yokoiiata ,  £rkp.tam.i  and  Suzuki.  I  have  only  found  out  the  names  since 
comparing  notes  in  camp  with  others  "ho  were  t.iere  with  me.  Yokomizo 
I  ?m  sura  of;  I  can  identify  the  others  when  confrorted  with  them. 

Later,  whan  I  went  to  the  cell  in  tho  other  building  I  was  c«llod 
out  twice  for  all  night  sessions  *nd  my  entire  history  from  birth  v^s 
required  in  detail.  The-  interpreter  was  named  Kiyp.be.  He  did  not  behave 
unreasonably  and  I  have  no  kick  with  his  treatment  except  for  tho  long 
all  ni-ht  see' ions,  afterwards  he  interrogated  me  during  afternoon 
sessions  when  ho  took  down  exactly  what  activities  took  place  at  tho 
British  Press  Attache's  office  a.s  regards  propaganda  covering  the 
Zuropean  war  up  to  December  8th  1941.  There  was  nothing  of  a  secret 
nature  in  this  a-  it  was  not  o^inst  Japan,  and  when  mv  memory  failed 
Kiyabc  himself  supplied  the  details,  showing  ho  was  fully  conversant 
with  our  activities. 

I  also  had  sovoral  other  beetince ,  etc.  etc.,  but  the  foregoing  is 
sufficient  to  go  on  with. 

On  the  morning  of  January  2?th,  1943,  thr  head  of  the  gendarmerie 
offic  ■  addressed  us  p.nd  s-'ic  that  by  the  craciousnoss  of  tha  Generals  we 
would  not  be  court-mart lulled,  but  would  be  sent  to  Kaiponv  Hoad  camro, 

'■nd  he  wp.s  3urc  the  Conmemdent  would  allow  us  to  see  our  Shanghai  friends- 
if  we  could  not  visit  them,  then  they  could  visit  us.  Both  were  dis¬ 
allowed,  and  in  ?4  months  I  have  not  had  a  visitor.  - 

My  stay  in  Bridge  House  resulted  in  my  arriving  at  Haiphong  Road 
camp  suffering  from:-

v'ater  torture.

-nnrr  is  a  very  valuable  men  wo  should  contact  who  was  a  prisoner  in  my 
cell  fer  nearly  «  year.  He  is  a  Korean,  a  finr  linguist  a-c  ioy°l  »Uy 
ar.d  s  employed  by  Jarcir.o  Rathesor.  <f-  Co.,  fo-  which  h-  was  out  into  ' 
.oridco  e-ouse.  His  r.ame  ie  Shur,  arc  his  two  sisters  from  the  Telephone 
o.,  were  also  in  Bridge  House.  He  is  f  rili°r  with  all  that  vert  o~ 
pa  the  guards  conversed  with  him  all  the  time,  and  he  knows  the  lay-out 
of  the  place  thoroughly. 

I  have  confined  this  memo r®- dur  to  v'tat  effected  r.c,  but  I  car 

nive  much  ".ore  of  what  I  saw  and  heard  concerning  others  -  too  horrible 
for  words.
